Marriage Laws la Xorth Dakota. 
Bismarck, N. D., July 
I.—Several 
public welfare movements that have 
been agitated in many of the states 
became accomplished facts in Xorth 
Dakota today, with the putting into 
effect of the measures enacted at the 
last session of the legislature. One 
of the most important is the new mar­ 
riage law which provides that a wo­ 
man, unless she be over 45 years old, 
and a man, except he marry a woman 
over that age, cannot be married if 
either be a common drunkard, a crim­ 
inal, an imbecile, an epileptic or in­ 
sane. The law requires that each ap­ 
plicant for a marriage license shall 
submit a certificate from a physician 
certifying that the applicant is physi­ 
cally fit for marriage. A heavy pen­ 
alty is to be imposed upon clergy­ 
men or civil officers performing mar­ 
riage ceremonies in violation of the 
law.

OC IX LOBBY CIRCLES. 


'Washington, June 30.—“Sit tight 
and stuff your ears, the main charge 
hasn t exploded yet," was the ominous 
word passed along in Administration 
and Congressional circles today re­ 
garding the Mulhall expose of the 
activity in politics of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 
The light has as yet struck mere­ 
ly the sparse border bushes of a jun­ 
gle of political intrigue and alleged 
corruption so rank and tangled in 
growth that months will be required 
to explore and rip apart the network, 
according to those who claim to have 
knowledge of all that is behind the 
first installment of the Mulhall rev­ 
elations. 
President Wilson and his advisers 
have known for several days that the 
Mulhall revelations were coming, and 
they are aware of the full extent of 
the National scandal involved. The 
president’s deep interest in the affair 
was shown this afternoon, when he 
went to the Capitol and had a con­ 
ference with Senator Overman, chair­ 
man of the lobby investigation com­ 
mittee, and with other senators about 
the steps to be taken in congress to 
bring all ramifications of the Manu­ 
facturers* Association's 
secret ma­ 
nipulations of legislation and legis­ 
lators to the full light of day. 
The president wants every inch of 
the field gone over ruthlessly, so the 
people may be fully informed of the 
invisible forces that have been dom­ 
inating the affairs of government for 
many years past, dictating legislation 
in congress and the enforcement of 
legislation. 
Both houses will attack the big task 
of letting in the light with energy 
and without delay. Senator Overman's 
lobby committee will tackle the Mul­ 
hall revelations July 8, when Mul­ 
hall will appear before It and begin 
his testimony. It is expected that Mul­ 
hall will remain on the stShB for 
many days and will* give details of 
his own and his fellow-lobbyists's ac­ 
tivities.

Marriage Laws in North Dakota. 
Bismarck, N. D., July 
1.—Several 


public welfare movements that have 
been agitated in many of the states 
became accomplished facts in North 
Dakota today, with the putting into 
effect of the measures enacted at the 
last session of the legislature. One 
of the .most important is the new mar- 
riage law -which provides that a wo- 
man, 
unless she be over 43 years old, 


and a man, except he marry a woman 
over that age, cannot be married if 
cither be a common drunkard, a crim- 
inal, an imbecile, an epileptic or in- 
sane. The law requires that each ap- 
plicant for a marriage license shall 
submit a certificate from a physician 
certifying that the applicant is physi- 
cally fit for marriage. A heavy pen- 
alty is to be imposed upon clergy- 
men or civil officers performing mar- 
riage ceremonies in violation of tho 
law.

eighty-one 
people 


died today as a resuk of the 
heat 


.wave in the: Central West. 


The heat which has continued un- 


interruptedly for six days extended 
from Denver to Pittsburg and as far 
north as Lake Superior. Chicago, with 
a temperature of 102 degrees, was the 
hot:est place in the United States, 
except Tucson, Ariz., where the tem- 
perature was also 102. Intense suf- 
fering was reported in all the large 
cities enveloped in the beat wave. 


Forty-six people are known to have 


died in Chicago alone today as a re- 
sult of the temperature. This num- 
ber includes only the cases reported 
by the Coroner and the police, and, 
it is expected, will be increased by 
reports of private physicians. 


Of these deaths thirty-two were the 


direct result of heat 
strokes, five 


committed suicide as a result of the 
heat and two deaths 'were of children 
seeking relief. 


This was the hottest June day re- 


corded in the city since the govern- 
ment records were 'first kept in 1372. 
Ninety-nine degrees was the official 
temperature, but the government ther 
mometer on the street level showd a 
temperature of 102 degrees. The heat 
last night and today was not temper- 
ed by a breeze. 


The record-breaking temperature to 


day was the culmination of a six-day 
period in -which 
'the 
thermometer 


dropped below 90 degrees only for a 
few hours in the early mornings and 
for a time tonight.

COMMISSION STUDIES 


COOPERATION IN HUH 


Totmegyer, Hungary, July 1.—Mem- 


bers of the American Commission on 
agricultural co-operation were enter- 
tained here today in true Hungarian 
peasant' style. This is a town of 3,- 
610 inhabitants and the visit gave the 
•Americans au opportunity to see the 
Hungarian country folk upon 'their 
own hearths. 


The commission 'was lirst welcomed 


in the People's House, a sort of town 
hall erected through co-operative ef- 
for;. In the vestibule of the tali stood 
a line of twenty Hungarian peasant 
girls, evidently chosen for their com- 
plexions. As the Americans entered 
a hearty shout of welcome in 'Hungar- 
ian wus heard and the American wo- 
men were led to the receiving line. 
Every peasant girl bo-wed to Kiss the 
hands of the elder American women 
and made a quaint curteay 
;o 
the 


younger ones. The Americans were 
then taiken to a big hall where they 
•were 
welcomed 
in 
Hungarian 


speeches by the village priest, Fath- 
er Charles Simko, the estate physi- 
cian, 
Dr. Jaksics, and 
the 
town 


judge. These three men are the most 


. important men of the community. 


Three times while 
the 
speeches 


were proceeding the gypsy band in 
th courtyard below bad broken out 
in music and had to be stopped. It 
was evidently hard work for thorn to 
restrain themselves, for the moment 
tha: a hand was raised to tell them 
that their part of the performance 
could begin, they 'broke out in 'tumult- 
uous melody. Then the peasant girls 
in their brilliant native attire began 
the dances of rural Hungary. These 
are wonderful dances possible only 
for a dance loving people. There was 
a luncheon served in the open wi;h 
huge mugs of beer and the favorite 
Cold meats of the country. The peas- 
ant ' girls were tbe waitresses and 
great was the popularity of 
those 


members 
of the 
commission 
'Who 


could master enough 
German 
or 


French to translate for their fellow 
Americans a request to the prettv 
country maids. 


After luncheon dancing was begun 


again and this time the Americans 
•were invited to try th'eir skill. The 
effort was not very successful but the 
gypsy band was found able to im- 
provise a form of "Everybody's Doin' 
It" and so a turkey trot exhibition 
was changed for 'the dance of the 
. peasants j-XJameras^were-produced :anu\ 
a chapter of pretty faces added to 
the record of the commission. 


When the fun was over a study 


was made of the life of the village. 
Certainly it was studied with more 
appreciation than it could have been 
done before [he village 
parly. 
The 


houses of the peasants were opened, 
not to curious busybodies, but to 
friends 'who had come to a party. The 
houses were comparatively largo and 
scrupulously clean. Age darkened and 
carved 'wood 
furniture and 
'beams I 


were the chief decoration.
